COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Worcester, ss. 
To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County: 
Greeting: 
In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
town, qualified by law to vote in elections and in Town af- 
fairs, to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on Tuesday, 
the eighth day of November, A D. 1932, it being the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday, punctually at six o’clock in 
the forenoon, at which time the polls will be opened for said 
voters to give in their ballots to the Selectmen for Presi- 
dential Electors; Governor; Lieutenant Governor; Secretary; 
Treasurer; Auditor; Attorney General; Congressman, (4th 
District) ; Councillor, (7th District); Senator, (4th Wor- 
cester District) ; Representative in General Court, (7th Wor- 
cester District); 2 County Commissioners, (Worcester 
County); Sheriff, (Worcester County); Associate County 
Commissioner, (Worcester County); all on one ballot, desig- 
nating the office intended for each person voted for. 
Also upon said ballots the voters shall give in their votes, 
“Yes” or “No”, on the acceptance of the following: 
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QUESTION NO. 1. 
“LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION.” 


Shall the proposed law which defines and legalizes the 
practice of chiropractics; establishes a board of registration 
of chiropractors and defines the number, mode of appoint- 
ment, tenure, qualification and compensation of its members, 
and its powers and duties; provides for the preliminary quali- 
fications, examination, certification, original registration and 
annual license of chiropractors and regulation of their prac- 
tice, and defines the mode, subjects of and fees for examina- 
tion, the mode of practice and penalties; and other matters 
related thereto, which are chiefly as follows: 

That chiropractic be “the science or practice of locating 
and adjusting by hand the malpositions of the articulations 
of the human spine’’. 

That any person, with one preceeding year’s residence in 
this Commonwealth and with degree from a qualified chiro- 
practic school received at least one year prior to the date 
when this law takes effect, may, within ninety days after 
such date, be certified by the board at its discretion without 
examination. 

That otherwise no person, except a member of the board 
of registration, shall practice chiropractic unless, being over 
twenty-one years of age, of good moral character and gradu- 
ated from a reputable chiropractic school after personally 
attending courses of at least twenty-two hundred sixty-min- 
ute daylight hours given to persons qualified to graduate 
from a public high school, he shall qualify by examination, 
pay a fee of twenty-five dollars and be registered and certi- 
fied; except that any person licensed in another State main- 
taining standards equal to those of this Commonwealth may 
be registered without examination. 

That the examination be scientific and practical in char- 
acter, in subjects including anatomy, physiology, symptoma- 
tology, hygiene, sanitation, chemistry, histology, pathology, 
chiropractic analysis, and the principles and practice of chiro- 
practic. 
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That the board may, after hearing, revoke a certificate 
for cause. 


That the board shail make an annual report and shail 
keep public records of its proceedings and of the names of 
persons examined or registered by it and of the names and 
addresses of all registered chiropractors, who shall pay an 
annual license fee, promptly notify the board of any change 
in address and furnish such other information as the board 
may require. 

That the board consist of three members, residents of 
the Commonwealth for three years, graduates of a chartered 
chiropractic school having power to confer degrees in chiro- 
practic, to be appointed by the governor, with the advice and 
consent of the council, for a term of three years. 

That the board have authority to administer oaths, sum- 
mon witnesses and take testimony and adopt reasonable rules 
and regulations pertaining to their duties, and that they pay 
into the state treasury fees received by them, and that they 
receive compensation and reimbursement for expenses in such 
amounts as may be annually appropriated therefor not ex- 
ceeding the amount of such fees. 

Penalties are provided for practicing chiropractic with- 
out holding a certificate or for using the words “Chiropractic 
Practitioner’, the letters “D.C.’’, or any title or letters indi- 
cating engagement in such practice, or for buying, selling or 
fraudulently obtaining any diploma or record of registration. 

It is further provided that the present law relating to the 
registration of physicians and surgeons and providing penal- 
ties for the unauthorized practice of medicine shall not be held 
to discriminate against registered chiropractors; but no chi- 
ropractor, unless registered as a physician or surgeon, may 
practice obstetrics, or administer drugs, or perform surgical 
operations by the use of instruments, or hold himself out as 
and for other than a chiropractor, which was disapproved in 
the House of Representatives by a vote of 50 in the affirma- 
tive and 151 in the negative and in the Senate by a vote of 13 
in the affirmative and 21 in the negative, be approved? 
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QUESTION NO. 2. 
LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION. 


Shall the proposed law which provides for an additional 
method of nominating candidates for nomination, at the 
state primaries in September, by members of political par- 
ties, for those offices to be filled by all the voters of the Com- 
monwealth at a state election. 

It provides that the state conventions of the political 
parties, in each state election year, shall be held before 
and not after the state primaries, as now, namely, not later 
than June 15. In order to elect delegates to such party con- 
ventions, party, primaries are established to be held on the 
last Tuesday in April. Among other things, these state con- 
ventions may endorse candidates for offices to be filled by all 
the voters and to be voted upon at the state primaries. Such 
endorsement places a candidate in nomination, at such state 
primaries without the necessity of filing nomination papers. 
The name of the endorsed candidates is to be placed first on 
the ballot and against his name is to be placed the words 
“Endorsed by (the name of political party) convention” in 
addition to the eight-word statement now authorized by law. 
Candidates endorsed by a party convention may accept said 
endorsement within ten days, and having so accepted may not 
withdraw. ; 

It also provides for the election of district members of 
state committees and members of ward and town committees 
at the proposed party primaries in April, as well as delegates 
to the state party conventions, instead of at the state primar- 
ies in September, as now. 

It also provides for the election of delegates to national 
conventions (to nominate candidates for President) at the 
proposed party primaries instead of at the primaries, now 
specially held for that purpose, and which existing law re- 
quires to be held on the last Tuesday in April (the same day 
proposed for the proposed party primaries). 

It also provides for certain other new provisions of law 
and certain changes in existing laws, relating to holding 
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state conventions and party primaries, the number and elec- 
tion of delegates to state conventions, the number of mem- 
bers at large of a state committee, and other matters, which 
in more detail chiefly are as follows: 


State conventions are to be composed solely of delegates 
elected at the party primaries, and the number is to be one 
from each ward and town and one additional for every fifteen 
hundred votes or major fraction thereof above the first fifteen 
hundred votes cast at the preceeding state election in such 
ward or town for the political party candidate for Governor, 
instead of a number now fixed by the State committee of each 
party (not less than one from each ward or town) and cer- 
tain members designated by existing law. 


The time, for notice to the State Secretary by aldermen 
or selectmen of their determination to hold primaries by 
wards, precincts or groups of precincts, to be March 1, instead 
of August 1, as now. 

The names of candidates for election for delegates to a 
state convention and for district members of a state com- 
mittee to be arranged individually by alphabet instead of 
in groups arranged by lot, as now. 

Vacancies in the office of delegate to a state or national 
convention not to be filled except in case of a tie vote, and 
then by delegates from the same district, within ten days, and 
if no other delegate or if not so filled, then by a state com- 
mittee, rather than solely by the remaining members of the 
delegation; and statement of filling of such vacancy to be filed 
with the State Secretary. 

Seating of delegates at state conventions to be in groups 
by senatorial districts, and order of business at said con- 
ventions defined. 

Voting on candidates, by a convention, to be by roll call, 
if more than one candidate for the office, or by groups of 
delegates unless any member of such group objects. 

The number of members at large of a state committee 
of a political party to be fixed by the state convention of a 
party instead of by the state committee, as now. 
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The existing provisions as to preparation and filing of 
nomination papers, objections to nominations, preparation, 
number, substance, arrangement and form of ballots, hours 
during which polls shall be open, opening of ballot boxes, 
canvass and return of votes, return and certification of votes, 
now applicable to state primaries to be applicable to the pro- 
posed party primaries. 

The power of a state committee to fix the number of 
district delegates to a national convention to be continued, 
but the date, of giving notice to the State Secretary, of such 
fixation to be March 1 instead of on or before the third 
Wednesday in March, as now. 

The power of city and town committees to fix the num- 
ber of members of ward and town committees to be continued, 
but the date, of giving notice to the State Secretary, of such . 
fixation to be March 1 instead of August 1, as now, which 
was approved in the Senate by a vote of 21 in the affirmative 
and 17 in the negative and was disapproved in the House of 
Representatives by a vote of 62 in the affirmative and 138 in 
the negative, be approved? 


QUESTION NO. 3. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Is it desirable that the proposed amendment to the Con- 

stitution of the United States, .. 
“Article . . 

“Section 1. The terms of the President and Vice Presi- 
dent shall end at noon on the 20th day of January, and the 
terms of Senators and Representatives at noon on the 3d day 
of January, of the years in which such terms would have end- 
ed if this article had not been ratified; and the terms of 
their successors shall then begin. 

“Section 2. The Congress shall assemble at least once 
in every year, and such meeting shall begin at noon on the 3d 
day of January, unless they shall by law appoint a different 
day. 
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“Section 3. If, at the time fixed for the beginning of 
the term of the President, the President elect shall have died, 
the Vice President elect shall become President. If a Presi- 
dent shall not have been chosen before the time fixed for the 
beginning of his term, or if the President elect shall have 
failed to qualify, then the Vice President elect shall act as 
President until a President shall have qualified; and the 
Congress may by law provide for the case wherein neither a 
President elect nor a Vice President elect shall have qualified, 
declaring who shall then act as President, or the manner in 
which one who is to act shall be selected, and such person 
shall act accordingly until a President or Vice President shall 
have qualified. 


“Section 4. The Congress may by law provide for the 
case of the death of any of the persons from whom the House 
of Representatives may choose a President whenever the 
right of choice shall have devolved upon them, and for the 
case of the death of any of the persons from whom the 
Senate may choose a Vice President whenever the right of 
choice shall have devolved upon them. 


“Section 5. Sections 1 and 2 shall take effect on the 
15th day of October following the ratification of this article. 


“Section 6. This article shall be inoperative unless it 
shall have been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution 
by the legislatures of three-fourths of the several States 
within seven years from the date of its submission’—be rati- 
fied by the General Court?

to vote in town affairs, to act upon the following articles, 
namely: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 
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Article 2. To hear the report of any committees appoint- 
ed by the town and act thereon. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
any surplus ®r available funds in the treasury, the sum of 
six hundred dollars for insurance, or take any other action 
in relation thereto. 

Article 4. To see if the town will appropriate from any 
surplus or available funds in the treasury, the sum of one 
thousand dollars for the use of the police department, or take 
any other action in relation thereto. 

Article 5. To see if the town will appropriate from any 
surplus or available funds in the treasury, the sum of one 
hundred dollars for the use of the Board of Public Welfare 
for state aid, or take any other action in relation thereto. 

And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by 
posting up attested copies, thereof in at least four public 
places in said town, seven days at least before the time set 
for said meeting. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, 
with your doings thereon, to the Clerk of said Town at the 
time of meeting aforesaid.

Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of 
$1,000.00 be appropriated from any surplus or available funds 
in the Treasury for the Police Department of the Incidental 
Account. 

Article 5. Voted: Unanimously, that the sum of $100.00 
be appropriated from any surplus or available funds in the 
Treasury for the Board of Public Welfare for State Aid. 

Voted: That the meeting be dissolved and the polls be 
closed at 8 o’clock P. M. At 9.10 A. M. the ballot box which 
registered 200, was opened by the Presiding Officer and 200 
ballots were taken therefrom. 

The tellers being duly sworn as the law directs counting 
proceeded. 

The ballot box was afterward opened and ballots re- 
moved therefrom as follows: at 10.380 A. M., 200, at 1.00 
P. M., 200, at 3.00 P. M., 300, at 5.05 P. M., 200, at 7 P. M., 
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200, at 8.00 P. M. the polls were declared closed and 55 more 
ballots removed therefrom, making a total of 1355.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
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said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every | 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. For entrance 
to the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years 
of age on or before October 1, 1933. 


No child can enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. For a 
child to enter the kindergarten this coming fall he must be 
five years of age on or before October 1, 1933. 


As required by law, a birth certificate must be presented 
when a child first enters school. The law also requires that 
all children who attend public schools shall be vaccinated. 


No child can enter school after October first (except by 
special permission) unless he has previously attended school 
and presents a discharge card. 


We urge that all children enter the kindergarten, as this 
is the school in which the work of the beginning of reading, 
number work, etc., is taken up. A child who enters the first 
grade without having attended the kindergarten is thus 
handicapped by not having the advantages of the beginning 
work given in the kindergarten. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease is not to return to school until he has 
secured a certificate signed by a physician. The pupil is to 
take this certificate to the superintendent’s office, where a 
return-to-school permit will be obtained.

The material growth of the Library from a circulation 
of 17,000 volumes in 1900, the first year in its present build- 
ing, to over 42,000 volumes in 1932, and the increase of over 
4000 circulation and reference work over last year, shows 
very clearly the great appreciation of the facilities offered 
by the various departments of our Library. 


The Trustees respectfully seek for a continuance of 
hearty cooperation and the assistance of the Townspeople, the 
Librarian, and her assistants, in making this library one of 
real service to the Town of Hopedale. If in any way this 
Town Department can make itself more useful in this Com- 
munity, the Trustees and Officers of the Library will appreci- 
ate suggestions or criticisms.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the forty-seventh 
annual report. 


We have realized this year a substantial] increase in circu- 
lation and reference work as have all libraries. 4,050 more 
books were circulated in 1982 than in 1931, which means that 
we have reached the zenith in the history of the library. Al- 
though our appropriation from the Town was reduced by three 
hundred dollars our total receipts were not reduced because 
of a balance from the Fund money. It is difficult to refrain 
from paying tribute to those who made possible this endow- 
ment which is so greatly appreciated in this crisis. 


The story hours for the children of the third, fourth, and 
fifth grades during January, February, and March proved as 
popular as ever. Mrs. Carroll H. Drown very kindly conducted 
one of the meetings. During the summer the pupils from 
grades three through eight read for State Certificates. On 
October first in the Children’s Room, a special story hour was 
held with Miss Frances Legge of Miss Wheelock’s School, as 
guest story teller. Ten twenty-book certificates and fifty-four 
five-book certificates were presented by the Librarian. To 
Dorothy Roberts, who read fifty-five books, a copy of ‘“‘Re- 
becca of Sunnybrook Farm” was presented and to Kathleen 
Stead, who also read fifty-five books, “Dicken’s Christmas 
Carol’. We felt, as perhaps never before, that the certificates 
were more truly earned this year because the reviews were 
heard orally by one of the library staff instead of form ques- 
tions answered on paper. 

The freshman class of the High School came to the library 
for instruction in its use in October. 

For three months namely, April, May, and June, Miss 
Caldwell, who so efficiently takes care of the work in South 
Hopedale, had a leave of absence and Mrs. Henry Knights 
very admirably carried on during this time. 
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In addition to the annual reference tools several more 
were added this year as follows: “Who’s Who in America”, 
“Statesman’s Year Book”, two volumes of the “Dictionary of 
American Biography”, two volumes of the “Smithsonian 
Scientific Series’, and “‘Webster’s New International Dic- 
tionary” for the adult department. A set of the “World Book 
Encyclopedia” was purchased for the children’s department. 


Miss Bancroft and Mr. and Mrs. B. H. B. Draper gen- 
erously gave us many books of fiction. A set of “Progress 
of Nations’ was presented to the library by Miss Grace M. 
Dutcher and put on the shelves in the reference room. Mrs. 
Ayer again sent us a check for $25.00 to be used for much 
needed children’s books. 


Miss Ingeborg Earnsby, a senior at the High School, has 
replaced Miss Ruth Meade, who left the first of September 
to train for a nurse. Miss Arnold took the six weeks’ sum- 
mer course in Children’s Work and Cataloguing at Simmon’s 
College this summer and both Miss Snodgrass and Miss 
Arnold took a course in story-telling this fall with Mrs. 
Cronin of Boston. The mid-winter meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts Library Club in Boston and the New England Library 
meeting of one week which was held in Bethlehem, N. H., 
were attended by the Librarian, while the autumn meeting of 
the Massachusetts Library Club, which was held in Worces- 
ter, was attended by Miss Caldwell and Miss Arnold as well 
as the Librarian. 


I would express my grateful appreciation to the Trustees 
for their helpful support and to my assistants and janitor 
sincere thanks for their helpful cooperation.
